Studies of the grade and staple of 
American cotton indicate that cotton 
growers are not now producing cot- 
ton of the various staple lengths in 
proportion to domestic consumption, 
says W. B. Lanham of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
They are producing a preponderance 
of the shorter staple lengths, which, 
of necessity, compete with the short 
cotton produced in foreign countries, 
he says. There is good mill demand 
for cotton around 1 inch in staple, 
and it is reasonable to suppose, Mr. 
Lanham points out, that an increased 
production of these lengths would re- 
turn enhanced profits to many grow- 
ers. 


Another progressive step in the 
foreign marketing of California pro- 
ducts was marked at the opening of 
the new state cold storage plant at 
China Basin to receive spring crops. 
Located at the water’s edge, the new 


refrigerating plant will be available 
to the largest ocean-going liners, 
which will carry the products of 


farms and orchards to all parts of the 
world. Equipment was installed in 
the new terminal at a cost of $250,- 
000 by the Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners. If future demands 
of trade increase, the project may 
be increased in size several times by 
the addition of extra floors. Rooms, 
large enough to hold the entire pro- 
duce of hundreds of farms and or- 
chards until shipment, are insulated 
and equipped with the latest devices 
for preserving fresh fruit and vegeta- 


bles. A feature of the project is a 
ramp for trucks, which permits un- 
loading on the second floor. Sixty 


trucks direct from orchards may un- 
load at one time, a scant 100 feet 
from shipside. Extension of a two- 
story loading platform. to connect 


{the terminal with pier 36, was start- 


ed recently and will reach completion 
this month.
